Note  From  The  Editor:  Here’s  a  reminder 
to  Dark  Shadows  viewers  who  have  been 
watching  the  show  for  less  than  a  year. 
Mention  made  in  the  recent  chapters  of 
this  series  regarding  Reverend  Trask’s
